Beſides, 
your Majeſtie cannot be ignorant, how great an impediment 
this would put to the free Commerce of Merchants, eſpecially 
in the Baltick Sea, particularly to us of Exglayd, who can- 
not be without thoſe Commodities, which are dayly bronghe 
from thoſe parts for the uſe of our ſhipping. Upon theſe con. . 
fiderations it is, that his moſt ſerene Highueſs bath imployed 
meto compoſe what in him lies, cheſe ſad and unhappy Di. 
viſions ; and for this end, itis that he hath ſent me to your 
Majeſty, in his Name to become a Mediator of thoſe diffe- 
rences and ftrifes, which have broken out between your Ma- 
jeſty, and the Crown of Sweden.

T he King of Denmarks Declaration upon the Engliſh En 
v0)'s Propoſotion. 


He moſt Serene and moſt Potent, the King of Dex- 

mark , Norway, Vandalls, and Gothes, our moſt Gracious 
Lord, hath underſtood by a ſecond Propofition of Sir Philip 
Meadowes, Envoy Extraordinary of his moſt Serene High» 
neſs the Lord, Proteftor of the Commen-wealth of England 
Scotland, and Irelayd, with how great a ſadneſs his ſaid High- 
neſs hath received the news of the War [ately broken out be- 
eween his ſaid Majeſty and the King of Swedex; as likewiſe 
the pregnant Arguments which he uſeth to introduce peace 
and amity, by urging the many inconveniencies which muſt 
needs attend a War between two Kings, allied unto each 0- 
ther bothin the bonds of Religion, bloud, and neigbour- 
bood ; and how from thence it is that he offereth his mediati- 
on and interpoſition, to compoſe the differences now in diſ- 
pute. And though his ſaid Majefty, our moſt Gracious Lord 
and Maſter bad mature conſideration of thoſe many miſeries 
which atttend all Wars, ahd ever ſtudied to preſerve a ſin- 
cere and cordial friendſhip with all, eſpecially his Neighbours, 
Allies, and Confederates ; yet at laft being urged by fuch' ex- 
tream neceſlity, and provoked by divers injuries and conſide- 
rable loſſes received by and from the Swedes, who have all a- 
long lighted the moft fair propoſalls of Peace, he could no 
longer forbear taking up Aris in his own defence, and did 
even'inthe very beginning of the Warre propoſe this end to 
himſelf, -of ſecuring by bis power a free, open and ſafe com- 
mercc for all the Borderers in and abont the Biſrick Sea ; nor 
bath be yer omirted any thing, that might conduce to the ob- 
taining this fo good and happy a Quiet. And. whereas his 
moſt Serene Highneſs, out of his particular care, prudence, 
and greatneſs of mind, bath thonght good to offer his media- 


tion and intexpoſal for the compoſing of the differences now

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in diſpute between theſe NorthernCrowns,and to promiſe thar 
he will proceed therein with all juſtice and impartiality ; his 
moſt Serene Majeſty cannot but approve of his care for the 
welfare of his Kingdoms, the union of the Proteftants, and 
the ſecurity of Commerce ; and as his molt ſerene Highneſs 
hath not a little obliged his Majeſty our moft Gracious Lord 
and Maſter, by this demonftration of his friendſhip, ſo his 
Majefty (hall thankfully acknowlegde it, and doth conſequent- 
ly in conſideration of the reaſons alledged, admit and aſſent 
unto ſuch a treaty, for the obtaining a ſincere, honourable, 
firm and inviolable Peace by his moſt ſerene Highneſs's inter- 
poſal, ſo ſoon as ever his ſaid Majefty ſhall be given to under- 
ftand, that the moſt Serene and moſt Potent, the King of 
Swedes (hall apply himſelf with the like willingneſs, to admit 
of the ſaid Negotiation and Treaty, in relation: to the time, 
place and. manner of carrying on this deſign. And hereunto 
we have affixed his Royal Msjefties Seal, ſealed by his Royal 
Maiefty our Lord and Mafeer his particular command,io anſwer 
to thar Propoſition made by word of mouth, and delivered in 
-writing, by the Honourable, che Envoy Extraordinary of his 
Highneſs the Lord Protefor.

Scotland, and Ireland, as alſo from the late Propoſition of 
the honourable Major General 7epb/on, Envoy Extraordina- 
ry of bis ſaid Highneſs, with the greatneſle of his ſaid High- 
neſs grief for theſe unhappy differences between his Majefty 
of Sweden, and .the King of D:»mark, with what paſſion. 
and earneftneſs he wiſheth a ſecure and firm Peace might bee 
eftabliſhed bettveen theſe Nothern Crowns, and with how 
mueh affection and tenderneſs he propoſeth his becoming a

Plenipotentiary at Copenhagen,to that very intent and purpoſe. 
In fine, bis Majeſty of Denmark no ſoongr perceived his Ma- 
jeftie of Swezdeys affairs to be at a ſtand, occaſioned by the 
Revolt of the Polonsans, and the approaches of ſome freſh 
Enemies, ſtirr*d up no doubt at the inftigation of the King of 
Dexmar k, but be preſernly aſliiteth them with advices and 
proviſions, ſuppoſing he had then obtained an opportunity. to 
recover by force certain Provinces, which his Predeceſſors had 
anciently loſt, and upon juſt grounds granted to him, Inor- 
der hereunto he began to perplex the Treaty at Copenhagen, 
and raiſed new demands, as till then never. heard of, of the 
juſtice and reaſonableneſs of which ghere never yet was or is 
produced any one probable Argument. When theſe his pre- 
renſions, and our juſt cauſes of exception 8t his delayes and 
double dealings, came to be fcann'd and look'd into by his 
Majeſty of Sweden: Reſident and Miniſter ; he propoſed unto 
them, that they might be debated by Commiſſioners on either 
part, who by the conſtitution of Peace between the faid 
Crowns, ought to meet upon the Confines, there co Treat 
and compoſe any difference that might ariſe : of this they 
would not accept, notwithſtanding they were promiſed all 
ſfatisfaRion, tn caſe it could be demonſtrated, that bis $, R. M, 
of Sweden had in the leaſt broken the Peace heretofore efta- 
bliſhed between the two Crowns.

The Sicond Declaration of the King of Denmark, at the 11- 
ſtance of Sir Philip Meadowes. 


He mo(t Serene and moſt Potent, the King of Denmark 
and No:way, our moſtGracious Maſter, being at the ſame 
time when he was provided for War, acquainted with the An- 
ſwer that the moſt Serene and moſt Potent,the King of Swedes 
gave to the Envoy Excraordinary of the moſt Serene his High- 
 neſſe the ProteRor of England, Scotland and Ireland, upon the 


mediation which he tendereth to make a Peace between theſe 
Northern Kingdoms, . took firft into conſideration with 
what reaſons the King of Swede» endeavoured to perſwade, 
and in a manner evidence to the leſs heedfu), that his ſacred 
Royal Majeſty of. Dewmark and Norway, had without any 
juſt cauſeof provocation,8& contrzry both to his own Covenant 
and the Laws of Nations, aſſaulted the King of Sweaewin 
open War by Sea and Land, - and rejeRed all conditions of any 
friendly tranſation before the War began. His faid S:R.M. of 
Denmark thinks it nota fit expedientof reconciliation to repeat 
thoſe;weighty reaſons, that after the ſuffering:ſo many intoller*« 
able-injurjes, the defrauding bim of his cuſtomes, the violating

Sain return that anſwer given to Sir Philip AMdradows, the En- 
voy Extraordinary of his moſt Serene Highneſs, the 25th day 
of September laſt; and as to the Preliminaries,he aſſents with

ered into in the year 1644. by Commiſſioners of either party, 
concerning the ſettling the grand Afﬀeair of Peace, the number 
of Commiſtionersto be Authorized, and the granting them 
ſafe Paſs-ports, and:the ſecurity of Meſſengers and Curriers.

in that caſe reſerves it. Beſides, if the high and mighty Lords, 

the Lords of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, ſhall 

firlt in due wiſe ratifie the Treaty at Elb;ng, and deliver the 

ratification thereof, and thus renew their ancient leagues and 

amity, and then offer themſelves as Mediators to appeaſe the 

commotions in Dexmark ; bis S, R. M. of Sweden, to take a- 

way all occaſion ot complaint that the Lords of the United 

Provinces might lay hold of, will then declare himſelf in like 

manner in that affiir, as his SR, M. himſelf hath often more 

at large expreſſed himſelf ro the Lords Ambaſſadors of the U- 

nited Provinces at his Court. All theſe things, if the moſt 

Serene the King of Dexmark , doth ſeriouſly intend to enter 

into a Peace with his S.R.M.ofr Sweden, he cannot diſallow of; 
and in order thereunto will agree upon a place on the con- 
fines of the Kingdoms, convenient for the Comiſlioners to 
meet ag, and will prefix a day, which as ſoon as his S. R. M. 
of Sweden ſhall receive intimation of, he will forthwith ſend

T he third Declaration of the King of Denmark Concerning the 
buſineſs of Peace, 


A_ the moſt Serene and moſt Potent, the King of 
Denmarke and NorWay, our moſt gracious Lord, hath 
in his Anſwer ſent the third of November laſt(upon the Decla- 
ration ofthe moſt Serene the King of Sweden) to the Envoy 
Extraordinary of the ProteQor of England, Seor land and Ire- 
land, fo clearly and plainly expreſſed his meaning, touching 
thoſe things which required a further explication, that the 
King of Sweden (all obitacles removed) might readily have 
proceeded in that- Aﬀair ; yet beyond all bis hope and expe- 
Ration, he perceives by a further Declaration of the Swedes, 
dated at 3/mar, the ſeventh day of this inftant moneth, thar 
the adverſe party only made uſe of the name of Peace fora 
ſpecious pretence, involving thoſe preliminaries whicli were 
firſt to be affented co; concerning the Juſtice.of the War, the 
place for the Treaties, and the mediation of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, under certain preſcribed Condii- 
ons, whbich cannot ſo eaſily be performed, in ſuch diffigulties - 
and intricacies ; that every one may plainly enough ſee, thac 
thoſe things make not to the promoting of this buſineſs of 
Peace, bur rather the putting in of new Remora's ; and that 
conſequently a doubt may be made, whether the King of Swe- 
den hath any ſerious inclination to the Treaties. It was not the 
intent of the mof{Serene and moſtPotent theKiog of Dexmark, 
in his forelaid Anſwer to gain any to jpatroniſe ſo juſt a cauſe 
as he had to take up Armes .; that having found ſuch Judges,as 
to have been ſo often approved of already: Nor doth he think 
it (0 be grounded on-fo ſolid a foundation, forthe place of the 
Treaties to be ſo neceſſarily prefixed in the Confines of the 
Kingdome, that another,though more convenient,may not by 
any means be admitted of, ſcing that: ancienely-and in- latter 
times, there have been Treaties of Peace between theſe _ 
thern 
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thern Kingdoms, begun and concluded in ſeveral places, as 
Roſtock, and Stetiy, and the King of Swedes himſelf, as the 
Erench Embaſſador, Mounſieur de Mewles, related it, the 
laſt Angſt, made choiſe of a place in 7uiland, for the Com- 
miſſfioners of both Parties to meet in ; nor is there any thing 
(as the adverſe party objeQs) ſo that care be taken to- ſecure 
the Curriers, that can be the leaſt hinderance, why the Inftru- 
Rions neceſſary for theſe Treaties ſhould not in this winter 
ſeaſon be conveniently conveighed through theſe Kingdoms 
from Sweden to Lubeck without the leaſt danger. Belides, 
it neither is his foreſaid Royal Majeſty of Dexmarke and 
Norway's intentipn, nor will the words of his former An- 
ſwer bear any ſuch interpretation, as that the controverlie of 
all the Inbabitants on the Baltick Sea, that have no relation 
at all to this War betwixt Sweden and Poland, ſhould be like- 
wiſe decided in this pacification, but only of his Confede- 
rates, who are eſpecially intereſſed in it ; yet not as the Swe-. 
dif Anſwer would have it, that they ſhould ovly be aſliſtane

The moRt Serene the King of Denmarke, to prevent the 
further 
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further effuſion of Chriſtian bloud, and to make a friendly 
compoſure as ſoonas could be of this-deftruRive War, by jutt 
conditions of a real Peace, hath nominated and appointed 7o- 
achim de Ger/derp, Lord of Twndbyholm, Knight, High Stew- 
ard of Denmarke, and Chriftias Sth:el, Lord of Wale, both 
Senators ofthe Kingdome of Denmarke,for his Commiſſioners 
and Plenipotentiaries, to meet Commitſſtoners equally autbo- 
riſed by your Majefty,at a time and place to'be named by your 
Majeſty, for the ſettling a Peace between theſe two Kingdoms.

Honourable and heartily beloved, We Greet you well. 
We received your Letter dated at Copenhagen the day be- 
fore that of theſe preſents, and in them we obſerve, firſt, 
your affeRtionate endeavour to reconcile differences : and - 
ſecondly, 2 new inclination in the Danes ( at leaſt in ſhow.) 
for the ſetling of the Peace berween us. As for the 
former, we think our ſelves obliged to return you our 
preſent thanks, in regard of the fatisfaRtion we receive 
both of your ability and integrity in performing the office of 
a Mediator, and accordingly in future we (ball think on ſome 
way how to proportion a reward beficting your deſerts : And 
as for the ſecond, we profels to be very well pleaſed with that 
compliance of thetrs,in regard we have alwayes direted our 
ations only to the end,that we might gaine that which Dex-+ 
»ark now grants us. We could heartily wiſh indeed, that either 
thisſpark had never encreaſed to ſo great a fire,or thar upon its - 
firſt flaming ſome apt mediums might bave been found to ex- 
tioguiſh it, and:that ſomething had been yeeided to our over- 
tures and Propoſalls. But ſo it was, whether out of ao- ime + 
placable deſire of an hafty revenge, we know not ; . or whe- 
ther out of a raſh inconſiderableneſs, ſure we are, we could 
not meet the lea{t concurrent inclinations with our own,which 
haveever tended toward peace, a work the moſt becoming : 
men of allothers. The Dares being poſſeſſed with a paſſion to

.yer now at lait that the thing ir ſelfe ſhould ftick both as to 
the number and quality of the mediators, and as to the inclu- 
.ding of other peoples affairs, np waies pertinent to thoſe at 
this time in agitation between theſe Northerr: Kingdoms, chat 
it hould be at a ſtand upon their declining the afual manner 
and place of Treaties, obſerved ever ſince the peace of $:+t5y, 
cannot but ſpeak aloud to the whole world, that Denmark by 
raiſing and inventing theſe Impediments and Remora's, leſs 
valued the glory of reſtoring Peace, then that of running the 
chance of an incertzin War, Andnow at laſt that by Gods beſ- 
ſingitis ſo come to paſs, that they ſeem willing ro embrace 
more wholſome counſels; we alſo for our part ſhall nor re- 
trac from our former propoſals, but are ſtill ready to give a 
clear teftimony of our conſtant deſires for preventing the 
ſpilling of Chriſtian bloud.

The Letter of the Lord Beuningen to the Secretary of the States, 
wherein the Danes inc linarion towaras the Peace t; fully manifeſt- 
ed, together with ſeveral other things thereunto belonging. 


My Lerd, 


N my laſt of the roth of April, I acquainted you that the Dayes 
ſeemed to coole as concerning the Peace which the Sweai/b 
Ambaſladors are here driving on. And though that is perceivable 
enough till, yet becauſe the Sweaes are content with a kind of de- 
fenfive League, to be extended onely over the Kingdoms of Swe- 
dey and Denmark, and not the Provinces which the Swede hold- 
eth by Conquett ; nor to be obligatory until the 'end of the War, 
in which Sweden now ſtand; involved ; Iam confident the Treaty 
will take effeR, and the ſooner, becauſe, as I am informed, the 
Commiſſioners of Dexmarke at their late conference with the 
Swediſh Ambaſſador, did declare themſelves to this purpoſe by 
the way of Project : But then Ido not find the leaſt propenſity 
in them of berng eyed ro the obſervance of many other things ; 
ſome there are ſufficiently well acquainted both with the perſons 
and real defigns of the Swediſh Ambaſſadors who tell me, * they 
have of late much complained, that the Danes did not deal inge- 
nuouſly with them in the Treaty aforefaid ; nor did ſincerely and 
heartily.deſire the concluſion thereof, whereupon they were re- 
ſolved to be alittle circumſpet, how they communicated any 
Councils or ſecrets unto them, which otherwiſe mighe chance to 
anger ſome body or other. And for my part, Iam verily perſwa- 
ded, that it will be no hard matter, to raiſe difficulties enough 
whereby to elude anyconcluſion to be made with the Swedes about 
theſt Propoſals, eſpecially in this junure of time : However, ” 
te 
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the end I might go ſafely tO work, and alſo prevent all inconve- 
niencies which might befall their High and Mighty Lordſhips in 
this place , I yeſterday delivered unto his Royal Majeſty, the Me- 
morial here incloſed, extracted our of thoſe Inftructions which 
their High and Mighty Lordſhips were pleaſed to enjoyn their Am- 


baſſadors, as to the affairs of Swedey, in this Court, of the ſecond 


of April, che year laft paſſed, Ilikewiſe recommended them co 
the High Steward of the Kingdom, whom the Gout keevs within 
his Chamber, and to the Secretary of State, I hope ihe nexc poft 
day I may be able to inform you with his Majelſties An/-er, being 
confident it will be according to your own withes and deſires. For 
that I am here ſeriouſly informed, that bis Majeſty is really bent 
and reſolved to preſerve and cheriſh that league and friendſhip 
which he hath had with their High and mighty Lordſhips. The ra- 
rification of the Peace, of eicher King and Senate of the reſpeRive 
K ngdoms, were interchangeably delivered here at « «pexhages the 
laſt week. In the mean time great are the complainrs waich are 
daily made of the Sweaes non-obſervance of the Peace, and every 
day produceth ſome new and freſh Information of Plunderings 
and Pillagings committed whereſoever the Swedes Quarcer, info. 
much that many of them are reduced into writing, and delivered 
unto the Swediſh Ambaſſador, but little hopes of prevention, The 
Lords Ambaſſador of Hlſt:i» are diligently and daily ::+2ting 
with his Majefties Commiſſioners, the French, Swediſh, aud Eng» 
liſh Ambafladors being preſent and aſliſtant ; which Treaty raiſeth 
many difficult buſineſſes, in regard thoſe of Ho/fein demand ſatis» 

faction. for the loſſes they ſuftain'd by the Souldiers Quartering in- 
the War, and not onely ſo, but likewiſe urge, that a fair end may 

be made { according to their own conftrvcion ) of all old con- 

croverſies between the Houſe of Holſtein, of the Line of Gottorp 
and this Kingdom; Their firft demand is, that the Dake of Holſtein 
and his ſucceſſors may be abſolved and releaſed of the Homage 
which they have uſed to pay unto this Crown, by reaſon of the 

Dutchie of S/e/wick, and alſo from all obligations thereupon de- 

pending. Secondly, That ehe Duke may have the Government of 
Swabſtea, worth as I'am informed, a hundred and fifty thouſaad 

Ryx-dollars, more or leſs, the Moiety whereof the Dakes of Ho/- 

ſtein, have heretofore pretended as due to themſelves, and not- 

withſtanding this Kingdom hath enjoyed the poſſeffion thereof for 
Jas 
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72: years together. Thirdly, That the joynt Adminiſtration and 
Governmeat of the Datchie of Holi» be aboliſhed, and that 
there be preſent ſatisfaRtion made in ready money, for the dama- 
pes ſuſtained in and by the late War ; together with divers other 
clauſes in writing, which though not of .great concernment, yet 
were there anſwer likewiſe retarned to them in writing. The Daxes 
indeed I find would gladly enter into any reference,ſo that it migher 
be awarded by ſome Prince or State, not interefed in either party; 
But theſe of Holſtein do not icem inclined thereunto,in regard they 
are very hot upon a final deciſion and compoſition, not onely by 
virrue of that Article ofthe Treaty which expreily provideth that 
the Dake of H{ftcin ſhould bave ſatis/aRtion according to equity, 
before ay, bur upon the ſcore of the Swear Army, which ac- 
cording to the Swediſp Ambaſſadors own report, will not {tir un- 
til cheſe things are performed accordingly. And this is that Engine 
which the Sw:des make uſe of both publickly and privately, when 
ever they would diſpoſe the Danzs to aſſent unto their Propoſi- 
tions ; which Engine of theirs is the more powerful, in regard all 
thoſe Troops and Souldiers now in this Iſ}land, do ftill continue 
here, and are not like to be conveyed over to the Baltick Sea, Poſ- 
ſibly by reaſon of che Ice, which hitherto hath topped all ſhip- 
piog, either from coming in or going out,and conſequently renders 
the Baltick Sea unnavigable.

| fromthe City, and fl:d. upon it, I have ſent you wich theſe, The 
Controverſies of Holſtezn after many ſharp diſputes, axe come thus 
farre, that the Danes have granted an independent and abſolute 
power, which they call Soveraignty, over the Dukedom of Sleſ- 
wick, and the Dominion of Swabſted, and the onely thing in con- 
troverſie now is, the diſpoſing of, che Chapter and ſome Goods 
belonging to the Chapter of Sle/vick, of which the one moiety 
belongeth to his S. R. M. of Denmarke, and the other to the Duke 
of Helſtciz, but the Puke deſires it all to be ſetled on himſelf: As 
farre as I conceive, thit diſpute will be decided as this day, either 
by a mutual compoſition, or by referring it to the judgement of 
Arbitrators, in as much as they are now almoli at the laſt point of 
time, in which the ſatisfaQien about Holſtein ought to have been 
concluded. The Lords, the Swediſh Ambaſſadours, have taken 
much pains in this buſineſs, and to carry on their cauſe with the 
oreater efficacy, chey have betook themſelves to their laſt refuge, 
that they had command from their King and Maſter, not to march 
out the Swediſh Army, till the Duke of Ho/f:in had ſatisfzRion. 
Truly ſome there are, that diſpute this to be a meer feigned buſi- 
neſs, and that the Swedes, upon a ſtrong perſwaſion, as they 
boaſt it about, that the Duke of Brandenburgh will ſide again, and 
at with them, do very well conſider of what concern it is ſpee- 
dily to march their Army into Pomerania; ſo that were they in all 
other things titted for their march, and had any certainty of that 
buſineſs, they would not ſuffer ſach ſmall things as thoſe of Hol- 
ſein to ſtay them a minute longer. Yet nevertheleſs thoſe threats 
put difficu'cies and ſcruples upon them, when they ſee a reconciled 
enemy-armed in the bowels of their Countries, and environing 
them on all places, but themſelves ſo wholly deſtitute of all helpe, 
that they have not ſo many Souldiers to aſliſt them, as are requi- 
ſire ro ſecure the Metropolis of the Kingdoms. Truly the Dayes 
were reſolved, as I am informed, to ſecure their chief Cicy with 
an able ind ſufficient company of Souldiers out of the Levies made 
in the United Provinces. Hence there are diverſe very ſad com- 
plaints made to me again and again in the name of his S. R., M. 
that by the deteining of ſome Souldiers raiſed in the United Pro- 
vinces, the affairs and Counſels of Denmarke had received: much 
loſs and damape, aud that it was from thence that his.S, R. M. had 
too long been pat off from the purpoſe he intended, and _ the 
evies 
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Leyies of the Souldiery mere Re The Miniſters of this 
Kingdom do very much reſent that buſineſs, and are unanimouſly 
at this tire poſſeſs*d and led away with an opinion, that the King- 
dom of Sweden, if ever at any tine, hath now a great mind to en- 
[:rge it's power, and aſpires roo h'gh ; nor that there 18 any que= 
{tion to be made of the Swedes happy and proſperous eyent, both 
in regard of their own Forces, with which that Kingdom now 
Aouriſheth in the vigorous boldneſs of cheir reſolutions, andthe 
ready execution of them, and alſo in regard of the weakneſs and 
fearfulneſs of others : Eſpecially when this paſleth for acurrent 
truth, which the Swedes boaſt abroad, that the Ele&or of Brazx- 
derburgh will come into them again,and the Miniſters of his Ma= 
jetty of Poland reſident here are ſomewhat afraid it may be ſo, and 
that his EleQoral Highneſs doth make a fair ſhe in hits tranſaQi- 
ons With th: Pole and Houle of Avftria,& inthe mezn time ſeeks 
out for an opportunity to reconcile himſelf again with Swedey. 
Yet notwithſtanding all this the Swediſh Emb.fladours are ſome- 
thing moyed and troubled, or counterfeit themſelyes to be mo-

yu that the Swediſh Embaſſadors had ſaid that they had now 
received command from their King, to infilt peremptorily on the 
exclud up of forreign Fleets,and to dec'are that che Swediſh Army 
was not to depart,ere their defire were ſatisfied in this point,which 
they urge as an explication of the Treaty of Peace,(ithence 5.dayes 
are paſſed, wherein the Swed:ſh Embaſſadors (of whom the Lord 
Bielke, who i firſt in the Commillion, is gone into Schonen )have 
had no converſe with his Majeſty, or any of the Senators of the 
Kingdom concerning this buſineſs, ſo that as I am enformd, they 
have thought it prudence to wait for their Kings reply to their 
Lecters,wherein they had acquainted his Majeſty with all paſſages 
that had fallen out in that buſineſs, and informed him diſtinRly of 
all circumſtances, fo that nothing hath herein{paſſed theſe 6 whole

what was de:crmin*d at the in {tance of the Swedes, as to remind 
them, and to diſcourſe at large all the Arguments I could frame 


for the bindering of .Any ſuch decrees as might ſort to the preju-

dice of their high & mighty Lordhips. And whereas they made an- 
\wer co whatT in the firſt place alledg'd, that his Majeſty had de- 
rermin'd nought elſe then that they (hould give meeting to the 
Swedes Embaſſ:dor, and hear what they ſhould propound, and 
make relation thereof to his Majeſty ; I reply'd to them that ir 
was undoubtedly true, that the Swedes Embaſſadors had received 
new in'truRiors, obliging them to urge with inſtance and wont- 
ed menaces, that point of excluding forrain Fleets from the Bal- 
tick.Sea, .but that I was again expreſls commanded by their high 
and mighty Lordſhip;, to uſe all manner of caution that nothing 
be admitted in the Treaty with the Embaſſzdor of Sweden, con- 
trary to the League and Amity contracted between their high 
and mighty Lordſhips, and the Kingdom of Denmarke, eſpecial- 
ly in ſuch a point which was ſo manifeftly contrary to their intereft; 
and that, T could not therefore omit to require of them, in caſe 
acceſs to his Majeſty were denyed me, that the ficcere obſervati- 
on of the league and amnity with their high and mighty Lordſhips, 
which his Majelty and the Senators of the Kingdom had bitherto

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ſo frequently profeſs'd and declar'd to maintain, ſhould upon this 
occaſion be perform'd and maintain'd, and conſequently that they 
would roundly deny the Swed:s Embaſſadors whatſoever chey had 
urged concerning the aforeſaid point ; foraſmuch as it implyes a 
palpable contradiction that his ſacred royal Majeſty of Denmarks 
ſhould be obliged to interpoſe and contend with all his power to 
impeach their high and mighty Lordſhips intercourſe, that they 
ſhould be diſabled to relieve their friends that border on.che 
Baltick Sea, with their Fleer, where need ſhall require, or ſecure 
their own Trade, or maintain jrhe free paſſage of their Shipping. 
And that it is extreamly oppoſite tothe League ſolemnized berwixt 
their high and mighty Lordſhips, and this Kingdow, which toge- 
ther with the mutual promotion promiſed of each others benefit, 
comprehends not onely an obligation to affift each other in caſe 
the freedom of Commerce and Navigation ſhould be endanger- 
ed, butalſo an expreſs Covenant for the free paſſage of their 
high and mighty Lordſhips Ships of War through the Sound, and 
the Balrick Sea, which will no ways admit that their high & mighty 
Lordſhips can need the conſent of theKing of Swedes to theprocu- 
ring ſuch their paſſage, And further, chat it is agreed between this 
Kingdom and their high and mighty Lordſhips, that they ſhould 

ſtady and endeavour the preſervation of the City and Port of Dan- 
zick ; and if the caſe require,relieve them with their Fleets of war. 

And that although ic muſt be granted, that the affairs of the King 

of Deamarke were reduced to ſuch a poſture by reaſon of the Trea- 

ty of Peace concluded with the Swedes, which was wreſted from 

him by violence, that his Majefty by force thereof is barr'd from 
relieving them ; yet that precedent Covenant remains ſo farre 

forth effectual, and ought, at leaſt, to retain this force that his 

Royal Majelty,in cafe it ſhould ſo happen,thar cheic high& mighty 

Lordſhips ſhould ſend any aid thither, ought not to obſtruct or 

binder the ſame, And that together with the league made with 

their high and mighty Lordſhips, the mutu3l correſpondence and 
amity with the State of Exgland, is upon the ſame account eſpeci- 

ally to be had in conſideration ; for that the Miaiiter of that tate, 
when the Swedes were attempting a thing of this natare, had op* 
poſed and withitood it as a matter that mighe prove injurious to 
the ſtate and behoof of the Lord ProteRtor; and that the Lords 
Commiſſioners could not be DITA how expedient and condu- 
cible 
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cible it might be for this Kingdom to obſerve punRually the 
leapue and amity contrafted wich thoſe two Common-wealths, 
Beſides, that this very thing which the Swedes deſire, is of thae 
nature-and condition that will beger more turmoyle and detriment 
to this Kingdom, then to all other States, and would enpape it 
gpon all occalions in great expence and hazard, without any hope 
of profit in repelling and exeluding out of the Baltick Sea ſuch oft 
times as poſſibly have no other deſign there, then to proteR and 
defend thoſe whoſe proteQion is of chiefeſt moment to this 
Kingdom. That I might forbear to argue at large how the King- 
dom of Sweden, if things went on this way, might maſter with 
ſmall forces the ſtrongeſt Marctine places about the Baltick Sea, 
with the afliftance of the Kingdom of Dexmarke. And the Lords 
Commiſſioners themſelves, if they conliderately weigh the matter, 
muſt of neceſſi:y believe, that the main ſcope of the Swede in this 
buſineſs, is to render D: nmarke ſuſpected of all her Confederates, 
friends and allies; and ſo, in time following, raiſe on it ſome pe- 
nerall odiam which may prove very little ro its behoof; and on 
the other ſide, thar they may Ciſturb and fruftrate all- thoſe coun. 
fels which might regard che ſecurity of this Kingdom, or impore 
any care thereof. It is alſo eafie to conjeure, that the Swedes are 
not ſo ignorant of the condition and inclination of this Kingdom, . 
as that they ſhould aim at any great advantage or effe& of this 
tranſaction, if the caſe ſhould require it, but onely that upon the 
non-performance of this engagement, they may be furniſh*d with 
matter whereon to forge nz accuſations, and that they may al- 
Ways have means in readineſs, that by this cranſation, which 
they will evzrmore be bolting, they may be able, as it were, to 
dazle or foyl the counſels of ſuch as poflibly they might provoke 
and irritate againlt chemſelyes. And laſtly, this laſt conhderati- 
on, that the ſmall fruit which the Swedes can promiſe themſelves 
ſrom this tranſaRion, and the manifeſt miſchief that will in time 
enſue ypon this ſubjeRt, may o1ye them juſt cauſe co believe that 
the Swedes are not ſo fond of exrorting this moſt unjuſt demand, 
as that they ſhould (unleſs rather thole are onely bare threats) 
detain their Army here,which they might imploy againk, ar leaſt, 
three Enemies, had they not other reaſons of their (toying here. 
Therefore I beſought the Lords Commiſſioners that for theſe and 
other reaſons by me alledg*d in former writings, which I _-

here reciced, that they would make no account of thoſe threats, 
bur be conltantto their worthy reſolution, as that Kingdom was 
oblig'd by all thoſe reaſons I had diſcuſſed to them. All rhar 
the Lords Commiſſioners reply*d was, in effe&, that they were 
very well ſatisfy'd and convinc'd of what I had ſaid, nor was his 
Majeſty or the Senatours of your Kingdom fo ignorant, or ſuch 
Strangers to their own eſtate and intereſt, neither did any one 
of them lean towards the granting of tnat unjuſt demand ſo eager- 
ly urg'd by the Swedes ; and that, as I knew yery well they had, 
to this day reſolutely-wichſtood ir, nor was their opinions at all - 
alrer'd ; that they did eatily allow that I had, with good reaſon 
affirm?*d, how little heed was to be given to their menaces ; bur 
nevertheleſs that there was little ſecuricy herein, that they had 
not afriend appear'd that would make it his care to preſerve the 
ſecuricy of this Kingdom, and that the Kingdom, eſpecially in 
this nick of time, Was at ſuch a paſs, as that it might be both al- 
ſaulred and overthrown at a puſh. Wherefore they greatly need- 
ed their friends advice, whereby they might be enabled to know 
how ro manoge themſelves, and how far to proceed, and norphmg 
into a danger {o grievous, and almoſt inevicable. The meeting 
with the Swedes Embaſladours, which was on the morrow, held 
fix hours complear, ſpent for the moſt part in moſt vehement «+ 
Diſputes concerning the foreſaid point, as alſo concerning Forts, 
Ships, Wares, and Goods ſeized and tiken in Gainee, by one Car= 
loffe upon a Daniſh Co.nmiftion, during the heat of the War, the 
re{ticution wnereof, together With all other things by them pre- 
tended, the Swedes Embaſſadours demand to be covenanred to- 
g2ther In one writing, that they may the more eaſily accord upon 
the performance in the future. To which purpole there Was ano- 
ther meeting this after-noon, the Lord Embaſſadour of France 
being preſent, who, as he ſeems by his aſpeR, is lictle affeRed 
with theſe harſh proceedings of the Swedes ; bur after the for-- 
mex meeting I went to the High Steward of the Kingdom, and 
had no other anſwer from him Þur ſuch as the Lords Commiſſo- 
.ners had given me before. Surely the determination of the King- 
dom 1s not yer chang*d, bur yer I find (at leaſtjif my judgement 
do not very much fail me) that their thoughts do, more and 
more, waver betwixc yyhat reaſon diRares as agreeable to, their 
place, and What fear perſwades, as of force, ro be done. Bur 
L-3-: x could 
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could the Miniſters of this Kingdom be afſur'd, by any probab'e 
means, of their ſecurity, and be confirn'd therein, there were 
then no fear of the changing of their minds ; but as things now 
tand, I can affirm nothing to confidently as this, that the time 
is now at hand, wherein their High and Mighty Lordſhips,if they 
account this a matter of moment, mult of neceffity fall on ſuch 
counſels as may afford ſufficient remedy againſt that fear by which 
the Swedes ſeek to obtain their demands of the Danes. Cer- 
rainly unleſs they proceed upon ſuch counſels, inconyeniencies 
and prejudice,contrary to their High'and Mighty Lordſhips minds 
and inclin tion, can by no means be diverted. Bt the Swedes 
haye larely employ*d two Engineers to diſcoyer the firuation of 
Newburgh in Fubnen, a City upon the Baltick Sea; ro the end, 
as I yzrily think, that they may make people hereabours more 
jealous and fearful, which 1s nor a little heightened by the dayly 
ridings brought hither from the Countries where the Swediſh 
Souldiers yer quarter about 3 wherew1th, Cc.

N the ſeveral meetings held betwixt the Loxds Embaſſadours 
of Sweden and the Daniſh Commiſſioners, certain matters of 
no very great moment have been compoſed, but as touching the 
excluding Fo:raign Fleets out of the Baitick Sea, and the render- 
ings back the Forts ſeiz'd in Gurnee, the matter for ought I per- 
ceive, ttands where it Was, although the Swediſh Reſident which 
cams hither yeſterday told a Forreign Miniſter thar all things 
wzre agreed, beſides the two mention*d heads of difference the 
matter is ill conteſted concerning a certain Swediſh ſhip taken 
by a Commiſſion from the King of Poland ere the War began; 
and brought into the harbour of this City. And further, the

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ProteRor , by whoſe interpoſal this peace was made up, and who 
ander that notion ought to preſerve us out of danger, ſha!l make 
uſe of his high authority, to perſmade the King of Sweden to alter 
his mind, and at laſt to withdraw his Army out of our Coun- 
tryes. And aithough it may be objeRted on the King of Swedes 
his ſide, that there is no end yet made of the controverſie about 
the Guine prize; yet you muſt know, that we offered him in 
ſatisfaction, a greater ſum of Money, then could in equitybe des 
manded. And if there were not a plain agreement made of one 
or two things at molt, yer no unbyaſſed Arbytrators can judge, 
that after a peace is confirmed, we ſhould be opreſſed by an whole 
Army, onr Pcovinces laid wholly deſolate, and withont any re- 
regard to juſtice, to be deprived of all our firength and ſinews. 
Wherefore we do by theſe preſents moſt graciouſly command 
you, that you do by entreaties importune the Lord ProteRor, 
that he will be pleaſed both by his Letters and Ambaſſadors, fo far 
eo prevail upon his Majeſty of Sw-dew, that he might without 
any farther delay, draw out his Army out of our Kingdom and 
Dominions, as is requiſite: for them both by juſtice and equity, 
and wholly agreeable tothe Peace made. And as we are conft. 
dent thar you will have a diligent care of theſe things, ſo we ex- 
pe an anſwer from you with the firſt, aſſuring you 1n the mean 
time of our Rova] favour,

All 
which things he hail in a decent way declare to the Lord Pro- 
ceRor, thar his moſt Serene Highneſs, as having promiſed the 
preſervation of the Peace made betwixrt bis S.R. M. and the 
King of Swedes, would be pleaſed ro make fuch uſe of bis au- 
thoricy, as that his S. M. and his Subjeas, may at laſt really en- 
' Joy the fruits of a Peace. Wherefore be ſhall principally and 
chiefly lay down to the Lord ProteRor, that though it be clearly 
and in expreſs words contained in the Inftrument of Peace, that 
the Fort of Freaericks OJe ſhould be reſtored upon the quitting

Country : from all which one may raiſe a ſuſpition, that it is the 
Swedes endeavour to weaken and infringe, nay wholly to anmihi- 
late and take away theinſtrument of Peace lately made. That tru« 
ly his S, R. M. ſuffered nothing co be wanting in him, that be- 
longed to the compleating of ;the peace they had entered into, 
and that to that end he had without the leaft hinderance or de- 
lay delivered the Horſemen, that he promiſed in the Inftrumene 
of peace, alſo the Provinces, Forts, and three Ships! laded with 
Salt ; nay, that they might not take an opportunity: or occafion 
to pretend any thing, that he had haftened and ended the Treaties 
with the Duke of the Go!rerpiar line, to his very great damage, by 
reaſon of che granting the Juri:di&tion of Spabſted, the Chapter 
of Sleſwick,and many more other things; though he did evidently 
ſee & perceive it cobe his irreparable prejudiceand detriment. That 
the Swedes were with much — induced to the performance 
of their promiſes, and chat they did multiply pretences, that they 
might under colour of juſtice deitroy his S. R. M. and his Domi- 


nions, and exhauſt them of all their ſtrength. If ſome lawtul pre- 
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text apainft his S.R,M. were granted them ; yet can it not be 
defended by any colour or excuſes, that they ſhould abide fo 
jorg in this Kirgdom, till all things were reduced to their wiſh 
and deſire, conſidering that they conſume and take away more in 
a few dayes, then all their demands duly eſtimated, can equalize in 
price and valine, fo that there is ro proportion between their 
demands and the ſecurities which themſelves have taken, But that 
it may appear, the Swediſh pretences are inconſonant to right 
and <quity. Fir(?, they had no other reaſon or foundation of 
claim to the I{le of zwrex, which -his S. R. M. had delivered up 
unto them, then this, that his S. R. M, father of glorious 
memory, had granted liberty certain years paſt to the Inhabi« 
tants of the ſaid Iſland, to prefet their Liw ſuits ro the provin- 
cial Judicatory of Schoven, becauſe of proximity and commo- 
dity of Travelling; Nevertheleſs the terticorial right was not in 
the leaſt trarſlited ro Schoxen, bur alwayes without interruption 
appertained co the I{land of Sea/axd, and the Inhabitants slways 
til] this dzy paid tribute to the Governour of Cronenburgh: Allo 
when the people of Schexen lived in freedom, they of Fen lived 
in ſubjeRtion: YethisS. R. M, to manifeſt his love of peace 
and concord, did ſatisfie the Swedes in this unjuſt demand * This 


being obtained, introduceth another v;z: not onely a reſtitution 
of ſome fortified places occupied by his S. R. M,, Safſdicrs, cu- 
ring the War in Gx5n2, but alſo a reparation of alfiggnages fu- 


ſtained on the Cosfts of Africa, Ws, 
As to the Refticution of Forts, although his S. R. M. to'ayoid 

controverſies, would by no means at the firit frame preter ces, Or 
proſecute his right; nevertheleſs, both the refunding and ſatisfatti= 
on of damages ſuſtsined by the Swedes in lawſul War, ſeem to 
him airogecher unjuſt, but much more unjuft is the value thereof. 
a:c0:cing to the Swediſh eſtimation, that is to ſay, 400000 Rix 
Do:lers, whereas the damage received, according to a moſt ex- 
a& computation, might be repaired with 50000 Rix DVers, bis 
S RM. little regarding theſe things that he mighe preſcrve peace, 
and leaft his poor ſubjects by that pretence ſhould be further op» 
preſſed with billeting of Souldiers, and other grievous burthens, 
appointed a Treaty with them about this matier.

ces from this in:olſerable burthen of War, any content might be 
promiſed. Never: heleſs, his S, R. M. that he might by no means 
ſeem wanting to procure the welfare of bis people, hath to his 
urm24} abiliy ſo far conceded to the moſt hard and unjuſt de- 
mand of the Swezes, as to offer his own and the credit of the Se- 
nators of tis Kingdom, to pay 4c00cORix Doliars at a certain 
defivite time ; and if paymerit was not made at the appointed day, 
certain poſſeſſions or Lorcſhips of hisS. R. M,, which the King- 
dom of Sweden might enjoy as 2 piedge, Howbeit the Swediſh 
Commiſſioners would not acquieſce'in ſuch jutt conditions, one- 
ly promiſed that they wouid have recourſe to their King con= 
cerning the ſame ; by this means the Geparture of the Swediſh 
Army was deferred and puc off from time to time, under colour 
that his S.R M:\vould not grant their pretenſions,to thepreat,& as 
is 8jce:dy ſaid, irreparable loſs of his ſubjzzRs, whence is miniltred 
juſt ard lawful cavſe of ſuſpition, thit the Swedes will never go 
out of theſe Dominions, but have rather determined with them- 
ſelves wholly to bereave and deprive his S. R; M. of them by the 
hipbeſt injuſtice and violence: Seeing therefore ali theſe doings of 
the Swedes do not onely expreſly ſtrike againſt: the concluded 
Peace, but did alſo much detraR from the Lard ProteRors autho- 
rity, as who alſo promiſed, that this convention of Peace ſhould - 
be inviolably and moſt religiouſly kept, his S. R; M. hath ſome - 
hope that the Lord Protector, becauſe of his own honour and au- 
thority, will take ſuch care of this buſineſs, as to move the King 
of Sived/and by all effetual Arguments and reaſons,not to endea- 
vour ſo unjuſtly and earneſtly a d:\turbance of the peace lately e- 
Rabliſhed, which was otherwiſe moſt profitable for him, and 
brought preat benefit to his party ; but by a ſpeedy ſurrendry of 
the Fort of Fredericks Ode, and drawing of his Army out off theſe 
Provinces and Dukedoms, leave his S.R-M. free to enjoy the fruits + 
of the concluded Peace.

An Extratt of the Letters of Laurence Crentz, to his $. R. MM. of 
Sweden, woeremn /ome things are deciared, whereby the contro* 
* verſie about Rum«dahl, may be more fully underſtood. Dated at 
Nidroſe, 7»: the 5th. Anno 1658. 


Ho Serene and moſt Potent King, my moſt Gracious Lord, 
Ince my Letters moſt humbly written ro your S.R. M, Afay 
the 15. from Ns4yoſe, in which I ſignified, that the Town 

and Palace was then ſurrendred to me, ſo ſoon as I had diſpatched 
that buſineſs, I did often and very urgentiy deſire, that all delayes 
might be laid afide in ether things : but becauſe the other two 
Commiſſioners of the King of De»mark', Preben ab Ahn, Go» 
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vernour of Norlana, and George Birlke, were not yet come, P4«* 
rey Wiby, alwayes pretended, he could do nothing at all,unleſs they 
were preſent. The ſaid Preben ab «hn being at length come, I 
went preſently with him into Heligland ( Wiby baving with- 
drawn himſelf trom this buſineſs) that we might ſeparate that 
Terricory from the Jurisdition of Noe, being ſurely perſwa» 
ced | ſhould find fone one orother at my return fully impo vere 
znd Commiſttoned, according to the Commiſtion commirted to 
me, But this my hope failed, George Bielke not being ye: come, 
end by contituaily controverted about Run:sdakl,fAlatly denying 
the delivery thereof, and pretending that ſuch wa: the charge en- 
joyned him by the King his Maſter. Therefore *t i: my moſt hum- 
ble hope, that your S R.M. conſidering theſe things, will no way 
lay the fzuit of this procraſtination upon me, who have imployed 
my utmoſt Jabours, that ſuch like [hifting might be avoided, and 
the wholc buſineſs compleated according. to the tenour of irſtru- 
Qion commitred to me.

have partly io my former Letters to your S. R. M. humbly ſhew- 
ed the reaſons which the Daxes uſe to deny Ramsdsh!; but be.

intercepted: I have thooghr good to enumera:e ther at this time 
once more : viz. That the Jurisdition of R«mdahl bath been 
alwajes hitherto grant:4 to other Daniſh Noblemen, to 
whom the affairs of the Jurisdition of Nidree did nothing ap- 
pertain ; bcfides that Rumidahl had a pecuiiar Clerk who took ac- 
count of all matters of the Church.

For in the firſt piace, The juriſdition of Rumſdabl, is wholly 
ſeparated from the juriſdiftion of Pretorſhip of Nidreſe ; that nor 
ſo much as a village percaining to Kamſdabl, is ſcituated out of the 
ancient and never controverted bounds thereof, ſo far as ever hath 
come to our knowledge. -It is indubitable char che juriſd.ction of 
Rem{dahl hath been conferred qn divers o@er Noblemen; beſides 
the Governor of Nidro/e, who have exerciſed the ſame Auchority 
and power over the inhabitants & ſubjxRs of Rumſdahl,as the Go- 
vernag 0f Niaro/e bath uſed over the ſubjects of their juriſdition; 
ſo far, that themſelves have conſticuted Magiſtrates, Pariſh Clerks, 
and other ſuch like Officers, in whom ic was incumbent to give - 
& accouit of their Government and Revenues to their own Go- 


vernour, and in no wile to the Governour of Nidroſe. This ju- 
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riſdiRion was thus enjoyed by O ro Brochenhaus, George Wind, 
Chancellour Reverthlan, Ufon Hoy, and others. True indeed, 
ſomerimes we have known, that the moſt Serene Kings of Den- 
mark of moſt glorious metmory, have granted che juriſdiion of 
Rumnſaakbl 8nd Niagre/e to be held together under a certain penſion 
and revenue; but it was done ſeverally, and by a peculiar kinde 
of K ngly zrant, andnot comprehended in thoſe Partents by which 
he enjoyed the juriſdiftion of Nidrc/e : And therefore the juril- 
dit-on and admin;ſtration of Raw/dah! did not belongto the fore- 
ſaid Governors, as Governours of Ni4re/e, but as Governours of 
Ran{oabl, by peculiar prant and Letters-Pattent to that purpoſle, 
Tis it is plain enough, that the Lord Steve Bilae, the Lord T ago 
Tet eAnare\yſon, and thr Lord Olans Paſibier, heid the ſaid ju- 
riſcition of Reumſathl. Noris it a Yew or uu val thing in De#« 
mart, for one Nobleman to have ewo or three diſtin and ſeve- 
ral juriſdictions; 2s for example, the Admiral of the Kingdom 
of D:umarh the Lo'd Vffo Gadde, at one and the ſame time, held 
the jurileiRton of Braatsberrigh in No! way, and two other be- 
ſides in Denmark; all which were notwithſtanding diſtin and ſe- 
parate as tO 0.;e another. In like manner,the Lord Laxrexce Grabbe 
at tiie ſame time the jurifdiRtion of Nicep in Falſtre,and of Abolm, 
as alſo the Covent 0: Halſt atin Lalard, though Falſtre and La- 
laxd are rievertheleſs diftiat Provinces. Thus the Lord Pallas 
R -ſenkrantz, was at the ſam* time poſſeſſed of the juriſdiftion of 
Nicop in Falſtre, and of Alholme in Lalayd. Now if it had by 
any caſuairy unex{peRedly hapned, that the juriſdiQtion of Nicop 
had at thar time been granted, together with Falſire, to any 
ſtranger, who pray wou!d or cou!d conclude, that Laland, which 
comprehendeth the ſaid juriſditions, A/ho/me and the Covent 
Halſtear, ought to go along with Fa/ſtre, becauſe the ſaid Laws 
rence Grebbe was at the ſame time in poſſeſſion of both thoſe ju- 
riſdiions ? B ſides, che juriidiction of Raum/dahbl hath former. 
ly been {ubje& co ſuch changes, that the Governours of Nidroſe 
have ſometimes been in poſleſtion of it, and after a few ye: rs 
agun have loſtit; and yet chey have had che command of the 
juriſd:tion of Nz4roſe, according as their moſt Serene Mijcſt:es 
have pleaſed to favour and gratitie one Miniſter or other.

upon him, in ſo much that theſe of K#m1dabl have preferred their 
grievances to the Governours of Nidroſe ; the Governonr of 
Niaroſe indeed did a& in that buſineſs by a peculiar Commiilion 
given to him, but in no wiſe as Governour of Niaro'e, and 
under that notion, in as much as the Governours of Rams1ab 
were often preferred to (ach offices in the Kings Court, as did ne- 
ceſſarily require their perſonal attendance, by reaſon of which the 
care of the Jurisdiion was enjoyned on ſome other. And be- 
cauſe there was none right at hand, upon whom this care could 
be ſo commodiouſly impoſed, as the prefident of Niare/c, there- 
fore by th: Kings commandment ic was injoyned him 12 place of g- 
nother. The like Order we fee obſerved in divers places of the 
Kingdom of De»mark-, it w1l be ſufficient at this time to pro» 
duce one : The Kings Governor of the Caſtle Anarrickow in Sea- 
land, adminiſtrerth Juſt ce in the Jurisdition of Sebyga4rd, though 
Sebygaard be another diltin& JurisdiRion from Anderikow.

That the Governour of Nidyoſe, colleQeth the regal revenaes, 
in the Jurisd:&ion of Rumsdabl, doth in no ſort demonftrate, that 
Rumsdatl dependeth of Nitroſe:.

the ſubje&s of Dalum Coverr, though that Monaſtery of Her- 
riatſwad, is a peculiar Province from Hel/5»gborg, granted ro ma- 
ny Senators of the Kingdom of Dexmarke ; in like manner the 
Monaſtery of Dalxhath contiaued diſtin ard ſeparate from O- 
d:n/ea. So that what hath been thus conſtituted and ordained by 
the Kings of De-nmarke, for certain cauſes and copſiderations, can* 
not be now rightly turned and expounded co the'prejudice and das» 
mage of our moſt Gracious King. 


Neither doth it make any thing to the matter in queſtion, that 
the Eccleſiaſtical JurisciQion in Ramsdabl is ſubordinate to the 
Biſhop 07 N4arsſe. For all tlie Provinces of N-rlaxd are alſo ſub+ 
je to the Biſhoprick or Dioceſs of Nidroſe, which are neverthe- 
leſs to continue under che Dominion of our molt Gracious King: 
So'ithe Ecci:ſtaſtical JurisdiRtion of all the Province of Bahs/e, 
was ſubordinate to the Biſhop of Chrif1a»i, nevertheleſs Bahzuſe 
hath 2!wayes been a certain diſtinct and principal Province from 
Agger/huſe: 

And this fame is it which gives an anſwer to that ObjeRion, 
when it is ſaid, that in the Controverſies requiring appeal, the ap- 
peal ha:h been aſwayes preferred from the JurisdiRion of Rums- 
dahl, co the Tribunal of NV:drof:, whereas a Tribuna} or Judica- 
tory neither joyneth nor ſeperateth Jurisd:&ions: This is mani- 
feſt out of the Jurisdition of Aggerſhvſe, in which ther: are two 
Judpes, yet the Juri dition 15 the {:me. Likewiſe two, ſometimes 
ecbree JurisdiRions are ſubjet to one Tribunal, which do rot 
therefore conſtitute one Jurisdiion. For example, Norland and 
Finmarch are diverſe, and ſeparate Jurisditions, yet have but one 
Judge: for it would occaſion expences to maintain a peculiar 
Judge in every Jurisdit on:

Neither is that any Argument againſt us, that it was freely p2r- 
mitted the Ci;izens of Nidr2/7, to exerciſe Merchandize and Trof- _ 
fique ta the JurisdiQtion of Re2;41h/ and that ſome of the 41d 
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Citizens had Houſes and Families chere. For there will ſtill be 
a freedom of Commerce and Merchandizing heresfter, between 
the ſubjeRs of both Kings, according tothe tenour of the eon- 
cluded Peace,and the Agreements betweent thoſe Northern King- 
doms. Neither was it otherwiſe granted to the Citizens of Xs- 
dreſe, to dwell in Reamgdalh, then by connivency, it being repug- 
nant to the priviledges of the City of Niaroſe, and many Orders 
of the Kings made in publick Conventions of this Kingdom of 
Norwey : whereby the ſaid Citizens were ſeverely commanded, 
ro trans'/erre their Families to Nidreſe 8gain, andto live and in- 
habite there according to the priviledges of the Cicy, In like man-« 
ner many Citizens of Niaroſe dwell in Nor/axd, and pay their 
Tributes tothe Governour of N:4ro/e, iyet can it by no means be 
thence inferred, that Nerzland is ſubordinate to Niaro/e. The Ci- 
tizens of the Hance Towns poſſeſs their Mart Towns and. Houſes 
of Merchandize, at Berg in Norwey, and have freedom of Trade 
in NorWey ; yet can it nor be thereforeſaid, that Berg is ſubjet 
to the Hinſe Towns, much leſs that Noerland is ſubordinate to. 
Berg, or Berg to Norland.

Beſides all theſe things, Rumsdabl had its certain ſetled limits 
and feparate bounds time out of minde, 2s well wher2 it butteth 
upon Aggerfouſe, as upon Normer Siindmeaer, and other circum- 
Jzcent Jurisdictions : which ſaid bounds are denoted and ſignified 
by Marſhes, great Rocks boundary Stones ſet up to that purpoſe, 
Mountain tops, Rillets, B:ooks, Ditches, Lakes, and other memo- 
rable bounds, by all whic! it doth clearly :appear, that Ramsaabl 
bath ever been a ſeparate, and pecular Province from the Neigh- 
bour  urisd:Rions and Provinces. Oathe contrary in moſt Juris* 
ditions ſubſervient to the province of Niare/e, there is not fo 
much as one ſingular and memorable bound found, by which 
they are diſtinguiſhed from one another,except onely ſome Trees, 
ſmall Stones, and ſuch like things, by which the Land and proprie-. 
try of each Hushardman, is wout to be ſeparated irom his Neigh- 
bours farm; Yea all the (aid Governments are not ſo throughly 
difti:.gailhed with certain limits, but char the greateſt part of them 
are intermingled among one another. For ſome of the Inhabi- 
rarity Keep their Market in one Province, but frequent the — 
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and attend divine ſervice in another. Some pay Taxes to one Go: 
vernour, and Rent ſervice to another. Alſo the bounds of ſoms 
Prztorſhips are limited in the middle of Fields and Meadows, : ſo 
that the owners thereof pay their Tythes to one Governour, their 
Rent ſervice to another, Whence it is moſt clearly spparent, that 
the ſaid Pcxtorſhips are ſubje to ſome other Jurisdition. But 
the condition of Rumsdabl in this caſe is wholly different and di- 
verſe, becauſe it is ſeparated from the relt by ſuch like bounds, as 
according to the {tyle and cuſtome of Norwey, divide one Pco- 
vince or Jurisdiction from another.

In the Reign of 9/aws Son of Hacgnir, there was a ſmall City 
{cituate in Ramsdahl, named 77edoet, whether the Inhabitants of 
Rumsaabl were injoyned to carry their Wares to ſell to the Ci- 
tizens of the ſame place; and of whom on the other ſide they 
were bound to buy neceflary things for themſelves; whence it is 
manifeit that Rumsdahl hath been a peculiar Province time out of 
mind, which neither ancientiy nor nowjis ſubordinate to the Ju- 
risdiction of Noaroſe. | 
We therefore Commiſſioners of his S. R. M: of Denmarke and 
Norwey underwritten, bave thought fit to exbibite this informa- 
tion in writing, concerning the province of R #msaail, tothe Il- 
luſtrious Lord Baron, Laurence Creutz, his S. R.M. of Swednes 
depatcd Commillioner, before we take ic hand the work of con=« 
ſtituting bounds between the JurisdiRions of Aggerſpnuſe and Ni» 
droſe, according as our King hath commanded us, that we may a- 
gree what things rightly and juſtly sppertain to the Proviace of 
Niaroſe, and what not. For before we are apreed concerning 
theſe, it appeareth d.fficult to ſer limits to the other. But rather the 
whole buſineſs ſhall be referred to the ſentences and decrees of 
our moſt Gracious Kings. Given at Njdroſe, Zune the 4. 165 8.

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The eAnſwer of the Swediſh Commiſſioner the Lord Baron Creutz, 
to the alledged Arguments of the Danes. 


Hereas the War kindled between theſe Northern King- 
doms, certain years paſt, are now extinguiſhed and ap- 
peaſed by GodsDivine favourzand inſtead thereof, ſincere 
friendſhip and perpetual peace hath been reſtored and eſtabl:ſhed; 
and his $ R.M, and Kingdom of D:»markby vertue of the Cove- 
nants and concluded peace, have promiſed to his S.R M. my moſt 
gracious Lord, the Kings his ſncceſſors arc Kingdom of Sweden, 
that among other Provinces and Jurifdiftions, the Province 9f 
Nidroſe ſhould be delivered and furrendred, with all appurte- 
nances belonging to the ſaid Province, Cities, Caſtles, Forts, 
Iſland*s, Rocks, Superioricies and Royalties, Eccleſlaitical and 
Secular |uriſditions, Tributes , Revenues , Atl-ſlments, Profics 
and Rights by Sea and Land, as ttie Kings of Denmark have en- 
joyed the ſeme, to be poſſeſſed hereafter by his S.R M. my moft 
gracious Lord, his Succefſors and K:ogdom of Sweden, for a per- 
etual and not to be controverted propriety and poſſeſſion ; it 
hath pleaſed his ſaid S.R,M. to 1mpower me by a ſolemn Com- 
miſlion, to take poſſclion of all cheſe things. To which end, by 
his S. RM. pleaſure, I came hither to Nzare/e ſome time ſince, 
with thit minde and intention, that all things whatſoever lawfull, 
and which ought to be done, according to the tenour of the 
Peace, might be ſurrendred and celivered into my hands ſpeedi- 
ly, and at the time appointed ; ard wita that purpoſe, that what 
might tend to the profit and benefir of bis S.R:M, and Kisgdom 
of Swedes, might be done according to the inftrution moſt gra- 
ciouſly given me. Bur contrary to all expectation, I finde, that 
my demends and deſires are not ſo premoted and ſatisied, as his 
S. RM. moft graciouſly defired, firmiy perſwaded himſelf, and 
I heartily wiſhed ; but rather, that chey are procraftinated and 
deferred from day to day ; partly obſt.ucted and retarded wich 
divers 0bjz&ed impediments, that they cannor to this day arrive 
et any. concluſion: All which things are directly contrary to the 
tenth Article of the concluded Peace. 
But contrary to opinion and hope, .I perceive that the Com- 
_—_ = millioners- 
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miſfioners of his S.R.M. of Denmark will not condeſcend to de: 
liver up Rum{dabl , though according to the tenour of the In- 
trument of Peace, it is a Juriſdiction appertaining and lubjeRto 
the juriſdition of N44ro/e, but call the ſame in queſtion, and en- 
deayour to ſeparate it from N:aroſe, Although the InſtruRious 
delivered to me contain in expreſs words, that I ought joyntly to 
take the poſſeſſion of Ramſadabl, ſo that there was no necefity 
of ſubjeRing my ſelf to any controverſies or diſputations, yet to 
fatisie the Lords Commiſltoners(faving to my ſelf my Plenipoten- 
tiary Commiſſion and Kings inſtruction to abide in fall force, 
chiefly becauſe I would not have this ſame wreſted or expounded 
to any prejudice ) as briefly as could be poſſible ; and without 
further delay, I collected and prefented arguments and reaſons, 
which prove and demonſtrate, 'that Rum/dahiby no means ovght 
ro be ſeparated from its principal Juriſdiction Of Nzaroſ?, though 
it were granted, that ehe mutual agreements of Kingdoms, and 
commands of Kings, ſhouid not have fo much force, ſtrength or 
w:ight, as resſons or cultoms. Moreover, I would entreat the 
Lords Commiſttoners, their Plenipotentiary Commilſiion being fo 
large, that it was left te whatever they agreed, according to right 
and equity wipht be confirmed and ratified by his S.R.M. of Dex» 
mark, that they would not think it burthenſome ſo to compoſe 
this buſineſs, that no ſcruples might thence ariſe in times to come, 
but rather mutyal correſpondency and friendly concord, might 
be conſerved ard flouriſh, to the encreaſe of publique good 
otherwiſe what difference or errour ſoever might thence ariſe, 
would be imputed to them. The Arguments are theſe which 
follow :

Nature it ſelf had ſeparated Raw/dahl from the SouthernJuriſ- 
dictions,as alſo Agger/buſe and Berge n,by thoſe craggy mountains 
or rocks commonly called Fiz/!: Whence it hapned, that all 
Norway bath been divided into two parts, the one of which was 
ſeituate on the Southſide, the other on the North ſide of the 
mountains Fre/}; but Rumſaabl was accounted inthe Northern 
part, Afterwards theſe two parts were divid:d into certain prin- 
cipal or capital Juriſdictions, which always had other Juriſdictions 
depending on them : For example, Aggerfnſe is eſteemed a y_— 
Cipa 
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cipal Juriſdiction, yet comprehendeth others under ir, as the Co: 
vent of 7#:r:,the Jariſdiction of Oxd*en, the Covents of Maris 
and N#nye, and the Juriſdictions of 7de and Merkry. So the Ju- 
riſdiction of B-rg:x hath ſuiject thereto the Monaſtery of Ha!/- 


' zod, the Juriſdiction of Hardanger, alſo the Monafteries of 


HMunckel, Lyſe, Bont emniam Sanftorum, ard Gied k Boya, The 
Juriſdiction of Bakhxſe comprehenderh the Juriſdiccr:n of the 
Covent Draxmar, & ee: Arid inthe ſame ſort, Nidro/e is a prine 
cipal Juriſdiction, waich containeth under it Ramſdahl, the Mo- 
naſtery of Ry-s, and the Juiildictions of T#:'eroens and Back te 
gards, all which are ſubject tothe direction of the principal Go» 
VErnour.

The Writers of the affairs of N4rWway do unanimouſly tefti- 
fie the ſame, with whom an ind ferent impartial Judge doth agree 
and fully conſent, though truth it ſelf and confcirnce might in- 
duce ary man thereto. If a decifi-n were to be made by ſelect 
perſons, very many men eminent in knowledge of things, and of 
ſirgolar prudence, yea ancient men, who have undergone and 
paſſzd through divers offices, would be found, who will confirm by 
oath, That Rumſ7abl rightly and aftually did appertain, and now 
doth be!ong to the Juriſdiction of Vidroſe, in the ſame manner as 
Covent, Ryns, T utteroen, and Batkeguard, All the ſworn Nota- 
ries corfirm the ſame, and exhibite Teſtimonies confirmed with 
Subſcriptions and Seals, which they will confirm by oath, when 
they ſhall be required thereunto. 


Though ir cannot be denyed, that contentions and controver- 
ſies have oftencimes formerly riſen between the Juriſd:Rions of 
Niadreſe ard Bergen, both abont the Secular and Eccleſiaitica! Ju. 
riſdition of Rum/dabl; nevertheleſs Nidreſe alway: prevailed. 
Further, the ſaid City of N' 4yoſe hath free priviledge to exerciſe 
their affairs in Rum/datl, by vertueof a Decree and ſentence of the 
King, as may be ſeen in the Letters of bis S. R, M. Chriſtian 4. Aw. 
1592. allo in Axvo 1602. and in the Acts which hapned Anxe 
1627. TheSentence or Decree of the Aſſembly gathered toge- 
ther ſome years ſince for the ſame cauſe, approves ihe ſame, So 


that 
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that no man hitherto hath been able to ſeparate R »m/dab! from 
the Juriſdiction and City of Viare/e, And if it be granted that 
Rumſdahl was ſomtime poſſeſſed by certain particular perſons : the 
ſame hath alſo hapned to many JuriſciRions, which have not been 
therefore ever divided from the principal Jurifdi&ion; no other» 
wiſe then Coven, Ryu, and Backeguardgwhich have been very of- 
rentimes conferred on others, beſides the Governours of Nidro/e 
for a time, yet were not for that cauſe ſeparated from their prin- 
cipal Juriſdiction: for ſuch a prerogative is not to be denyed to a 
King or Prince, but that he may according to his pleaſure, and his 
ſervants deſerts, confer upon one a Province, upon another a Ju- - 
riſdition, upon another a Pariſh, Village, andthe like, which ne» 
vertheleſs do not loſe their ancient ftate and condition, but only- 
ſomtime change their Title.

The Secular JuriſdiRion of Ram/dabl bath been, and ftill is 
ander the authority of ihe Tribunal or Judicatory of Niar:/e, and 
the adminiſtcation of ir under the authority of the Governour of 
the Diocels ; other inſpcRion was never committed to any,though 
at that time there was a conceſſion ot Ram/aabl to another, which: 
thing the P:otocol of the Judicatory or Tribunal doth ſufficiently 
demonſtrate, The Governour of the ſame Dioceſs hath pro» 
nounced all judgements in criminal cauſes, which concerned either 
life or good name of men, &c. and did either mitigate, or put 
them in execution, not as a peculiar Commiſtioner, for ſo he bad 
exerciſed only F:&, not right, which is wholly againſt cuſtom, or 
hapneth very ſcidom, and will not eafily confirm or transfer to uſe 
a prejudice of fo great moment and conſeq cence, If this matter 
did proceed otherwiſe then thus, a contrary example might be af- 
ſumed from Heliglind in N;rland, where aiminiſtration of Ju-» 
ſtice dependerh upon the proper Governour thereof, though he 
dwels in Denmark, and is by no means commitred to the Gover- 
nour of Ner/:»4, or a Deputy in Heligland, except in cauſes of 
great moment, and which draw inconveniences after them, as the 
Deputy himſelf doth confeſs.- 


Whence 
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Hence it hath riſen, that the Intabitants have always PiVen 
the Tribute accuſtomed to be paid to the Provincial Judge, to the 
Judge of Nidreſe, becauſe he undertook ſuch ceuſes as were in dif- 
ference, and decided them ; for which he was called in th> Native 
Language Soren Skriſver by the Lord Deputy of the Juriſdiction 
of Rumſdabl, and the rei: of the Bench, But if Rum/da'l bad 
not been a Juriſdiction perteining to N-ar;/e, furely the Tribunals 
of Bergen and Gullet'ngs migit have claimed the ſame right, or 
the Governour ot Niar«/e muſt of nece Ity have appointed ſome 
peculiar Jadpe, if rhe adminiftrartion of Juſtice had nor been in 
cumbent on him. Further, it is common'y known, that all Noy- 
way is divided into twelve, or according :0 .he fiift chapter of the 
book of the Laws of Norway, cailed Tn fare Balch, into fifteen 
Tribunals, but Rum/dahl was never ſepirated from the Juriſdiction 
of N-droſe neither by vertue of Co;amithion, or any ether way.

The Governour of the Dioceſs of N;ar-/e did give & diſtribute 
Commilſlions, or Plenipotentiary Commilltons *o the Magiſtrates 
and Secretaries both in Ruw/./:h/, and in ocher Juriidiccions, not 
ſo much as nominating or diſtinguiſhing another peculiar Juriſe 
diction, as appeareth out of the Letters of Frederick Vrye,and Pe- 
ter VVibe, which are written 1n this form. 

I Frederick Vrne in Branawyk of hisS. R. M. Covernour in 
Ni4roſe, make known, That I have confiituced, as 8lfo by vertue 
hereof do conftitute N.N, Deputy in Rumſ-4//,&c. Which orm 
was uſed to all the other Deputies. Bur he did not this as pzculiar 
Governour of R«m/dahbl, but as Governour cf Niir-/e; or elſe 
Rumſdahl ſhould not be omitred ; becau'e this Commiltion obs 
raineth not its full force, if R#mſdabi ſhould be a ſeparate Juriſ- 
diction ; becauſe every one knew ſufficiently, that Ramſaikl was 
comprehended under the principal Juriſciction of V:2xe/e, it was in 
vain to name ir particularly, eſpecially when the Governour in 
general terms declareth himielf his S, R- M. Governour of the 
Juriſdiction of Nidreſe, and implyeth Rum/aabl as a ſubordinate 
Juriſdiction, as the aforeſaid form of the Commiſtion doth fully 


declare, From the ſame Original it ariſeth, That ail theſe Deputies 
are 
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are bound duly every S. mers day yearly, to give accompt of 
all Profits and Revenues to the Receiver of the Kings Pallace at 
Nidroſe. And though we grant that ſome Governours, beſides 
thoſe of Niare/e, have granted out Commiſſions, nevertheleſs 
ſuch extraordinary examples cannot conftitute a certain Rule. And 
eo ſpeak to the purpoſe, we do not ſo much enquire, what anci- 
| is ently mighc happen, ſeeing. no rule is ſo general tut ſuffereth 
ſome exception ; But Niaroſe with all its ſubordinate Juriſdiction, 
as they were at the time of the concluded Peace, ought to be de- 
livered up to his S. R. M abd the Kingdom of Swedes, according 
to the tenour of the pacification, in which number Rumsdabl is 


alſo found.

he Preſident of Ni4ro/e himſelfe received the Contributions 
impoſed by the King, and committed the exaRtion of them to 
ſubordinate officers, who atferward accompted for them to the 
Receiver of che Kings houſe in the City of N;droſe : the care of 
raiſing Sou'diers was committed tothe ſame Governour, both in 
Rymsdahl and other Juriſdictions without any difference, which 
gave occaſion that the Souldiers of RymsJahl were: numbred a- 
mong the Souldiers of Nidroſe, the Rolls and Regiſters whereof, 
have been lately delivered unto me. Likewiſe we may not omit 
that the School of Nidro/e, hath received one half part of Eccle* 
ſiaſtical Tithes in Rymsda”l to this preſent time.

Te is without doubt and contradiQion, that the ordering of Tri- 
butes was'in the power of the Governour of Njdro/e, becauſe he ' 
bad authority to conſtitute ColleRors and Searchers, and is ac- - 
cuſtomed to adminiſter an oath to them, and commandeth bim te 
whom the Keys are committed, to open the cheſt wherein the 
Colle&ed tribute money is kept, and may take away money, &c. 
not as a peculiar Gcvernour for no man elſe, was impowred 
thereio, as may be demon{trated chrough all preceding time.

divide R ams4-hl from Niadvoſe, though no authentical records or 
Inſtruments ma 10 that pu: poſe, &c. are produced, but onely- 
certain corſtitu::uns of ſore Kings of Denmarke, by which this 
Juriſdiction hath been rented at a certain Revenue.

Rnew that they were comprehended under the Juriſdiction of Ni- 
droſe,in that they would be called only Governors of N;4roſ.4.And 
though Ramſdahl was granted to divers, Noblemen of Dexmarke, 
yet they cannot by good conſequence thence argue, that it was a 
principal and di{tint Juriſdigtion from Niare/e, eſpecially ſeeing 
it is without diſpute, that the Lord Frederick Vrnz, as Chief of the 
Dioceſs,did not only receive all the Contributions that his S. R.M. 
enjoyned, but alſo many other Moneys which are demanded for 
mulcts on certain cri-nes, the revenne, yearly profits, and other 
things beſides zdherent to them, He alſo alone in the name of his 
S. R-M, conſtituted and ordained Miniſters and publ:q1e perſons 
in Ram1dabl, whereas he at that time was in poſſeſſion of Rums- 
dahl as a courteſie and favour from the King, had not the leaft 
right or power there, but the Governonr of N#aro/e himſelf, did 
every year pay him theyearly penſion that was zgranted him ac- 
cording to the Kings command. 5, Bat if this were a way to ſepa- 
rate R«m/dabl from Nidroſe, by the like reaſon the Jurisdiction 
of the Covent of Dyraxmar might be divided from ZBhx/e, and 
the ſurrendry of it rendered diſputable, in regard it is not (ſpecifi. 
cally and exprefly named in the Agreements; and yet we have no 
preſident of this. | |

« I find farther, That the Lords Commiſſioners produced this too - 
as an Argument of the ſeparation of the Provinces, 4.52, that the

Beſides all theſe things, this diviſion of Juriſdi&tions ought to 
be Cemonſtrated by proofs and writings; viz. when, and by what 
Commiſſioners, whether by way of right, or any other lawful 
means, this ſeparation hath been made ; all which chings the Laws 
and Receſles of the Kingdom plentifully inform us.

Juriſdiions and Lands ſubordinate to them : Yea, they do not

conftituting it a peculiar Juriſdiction : Neither do the Kings Let-

A ſhort accompt by way of Demonſtration, of ſome few Paſſages 
which the Daniſh Commiſſioners of the Cuſtomes preſumed to im» 
poſe upon Merchants in the Sound, contrary to the Articles of 
the Treaty at Roschild There being many examples of this 
kind, not here ſpecified: 


TI were delayed beyond Juſtice, Cornelizs 7 -bn/on Teſler 
on the ſecond of May, ſaylng from Holland towards Srock- 
helm, his Ship laden with ſeveral Commolities. the ſaid Cor- 
nelins had much ado to clear himſelf out of the Cuſtomers hands, 
in regard they pretended he had not any legal diſcharges, and that 
they hd not received any command to permit Swediſh Veſſels to 
paſs upon their bare letters of fraight. 


Martin Crant on the 2d. of fave, fayling from Holland to 
S$tersn, in his Ship laden with Wine and other Merchandizes. Him 
they derained ſome hours, pretending that Ships and Goods be- 
longing to Pomerania, eſpecially Wines, ought not to enjoy the 
Priviledges of Swedes; and this they did, notwithſtanding be 
produced Paſſe-ports from the Senate of Sretiv. Ar laſt he got 
off with much ado, but more upon the account of a certain wri- 
tivg which the Governour of the Cuſtomhonſe extorted from 
him, then upon the ſcore of thoſe Paſſe-ports which he had 
brought with him. 


The Subſcribed Maſters of Ships were forced to pay (#ſtome, not= 
Wiſkanding they had real Paſſe-ports and Certificates. 


Cornelius Fohnſon of Stetin, was upon the 10th of Hay, forced 
to pay upon account of Herman Becker, Citizen and Inhabitant 
of Riga, the ſum of 102-Crowns, for the Cu'tomes of a Ship 
laden with Wheat, Moreover they forced him to pay —12.Crowns 
over and above, for no other cauſe whatever; nay, and notwith- 
ſtanding his Paſſe ports, they forced him to ſubſcribe a-certain 
writing to this purpoſe , S Mr.

A Petition of the Citizens of Norcop unto the moſt Seren! King 
ef Sweaen, 


MIO Serene and moft Potent King, our gracious Soveraign, 


we give your Royal Majeſtie moſt humble and. devoted 
thanks, for thoſe Letters you were pleaſed to write unto their 


Lordſhips your Majeſties Ambaſſadors ; eſpecially, for that our 
affairs do thereupon ſeem to be in another condition, and are now 
looked upon with more regard, then when they were managed in 
our own names. We queſtion not but their Lordſhips have ſig- 
nified unto yourRoyal! Majeftie, how far we have proceeded there- 
in. Now becauſe men uſually judge of ahings according to their 
circumſtances, and as report goes, which here is generally taken 
up, we muft needs conclude, that neither the Daniſh Magiſtrate, 
nor their Men of War, will ever recede from the Laws of their 
own Conntrey. It was not long ſince, that ſome of us appear- 
ed in a publique Court of Juſtice, ar their commands, where he 
who-ſeemed to be the Judge, ar firit daſh ſaluted us with a volley 
of Papers and Parchments, which he threw at our faces ; inſo- 
much that we could not well tell whecher he would affault us with 
a many books, which alſo lay before him, or with any other thing 
which came firſt to his hands. Atlaft he told us, we all lyed, and 
abuſed nos with ſuch like contamelious language ; and from thence 
we imagine,that we muſt for the future expe but little civil uſage 
ppon the ſcore of -the Daniſh Laws. We do forbear to mention; 
how that ſome of our adverſaries carry deadly weapons and dap- 
gers about them, in regard we cannot yet inform our ſelves, whe- 
ther they intend them for us now, or after their Lordſhips the Am- 
baſſadors are gone. It is ſaid, we confeſs, that the Laws of 
Denmark are ſo very ftrit, that no man can be adjudged or con- 
demned but ſecundum allegata & Probata : Bat for our part, ſo 
longas we want witneſs, to prove their unjuſt attempts and wick- 
edneſs,fo long they except againſt us ; nor will themſelves become 
liable to reaſon, in regard that although we could make every 
thing appear, yet in caſe wedo it not according to the preciſe 
formalities of the Law, then we are never the nearer our journeys 
end;, whereas we for our pargs are ſimple men, and ſofar =

being verſed in the Laws of Denmark,that we are ſcarce acquaint® 
ed with thoſe of our own Countrey, Beſides, the condition 
whereento we are at preſent reduced is ſuch, that although ar pre- 
ſent we havea ProQor, yet we cannot tell how far we may truft 
him in the managewent of our affairs, our ſhip being ſeized, and 
our goods taken from us z yet are we put to great charges, beſides 
the hazard of our whole eftates, which during our abſence from 
our own Countreys, cannot but ſuffer very much ; and indeed we 
much doubt whethcr ever we ſhall be able to'overcome this miſ- 
fortune. , 

Tt is not our intent to be either troubleſome or burthenſome to 
your Majeſtie, in imploring yoor Princely aſliftance, unleſs neceſ- 
fity doth inforce us, and that onely in caſe their Lordſhi>s the 
Ambaſſadors cannot obtain by their interpoſal, the reftitution-of 
our ſhips and goods. For indeed to proſecute our cauſe in the 
Court of Denmark, and according to their formalities and manner 
of proceedings, not our Own, no, nor all our friends and relati- 
ons eſtates are ſufficient. The chief Owner of the Men of War, 
doth already begin to link his head out of the collar, and to lay 
the whole blame upon a certain Captain of a ſhip (ſince dead) or 
elſe upon cerrain mean perſons ; whereas indeed. for onghe we 
hear, they had not any Commiſſion from the King of Dexmark, 
not are they bonnd to obey any ſuch of the Pole, unleſs it be by 
and with the conſent of the King of Dexmark , to make uſe of 
any Commiſtion in the Balrick Sea, And intruth, unleſs we re- 
ceive a good ſum of money, or thoſe very goods taken from us ; 
or at leaſt, ſome of thoſe ſhips taken by our men in 7«t/.»d or 
Fane, it muſt then needs follow, that your Sacred Royal Ma- 
jeſties Caſtoms and Rents muft decay, and we be undone, &c. Nor 
can we perſwade our ſelves, that the Danes have any Laws where-

of Denmark (ſhall forthwith reſtore unto the ſaid African Com- 
pany, all thoſe things waatever,which Carlofe lately carried away 
with him out of G#z»e, and hath in the River of Elbe near Gluck- 
ſtad, and whatever he hath caken away from the ſubjeRts of Swe- 
dew. But for theſe other things of which reſtitution cannot be 
ſuddenly made, either the Caftle of Capo-(or/5 which was ſeiſed 
on, or other Swediſh Forts and Merchants houſes on the (hoares

the Kingdom of Dexmark do grant for pawn and real ſecurity» 

wich power given to his SR. M.and the Kingdom of $'e. 
des tO uſe,enjoy 8& poſſeſs che ſame,ſo long as urtil that the moves. 
ables taken away, and the lofſcs ſuſtained either by his S. R.M. or 
his ſubjeRs, the African Company of Swedex, or their Plenipo- 
tentiary, as alſo the Caſtle of C:-pa- Corſs that was ſeized upon, 
and other*Forts belonging thereunto, be really and fully ſatisfied 
and reſtored. And that there may be no controverſie for the fu- 
ture about the value of chem, either by putting an extraordinary | 
price uppn them, or by putting, too mean and low a rate on

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them, either of which might ſcatter new ſeeds of diſcorf, we do 
therefore thus upon juſt and good accompt agree between us, 
that all the moveables taken away and loſles ſuſtained, beſides the 
Caftice it ſelf, the Forts and Merchants Houſes on the Sea-ſide, 
with the braſs and Iron Guns there ſhall be valued at the rate of 
400000 Rix Dollars, which ſum his S. R.M. and the Kingdom 
of Denmarke, will ſatisfie and pay to the African Company in 
Sweden in form following, v 2.

Secretary Barſen's firſt Narrative, containing what he did, when 
he was ſent from Hamburg to Gluckftad, i» order ro the arreſts 
ing Carlofte. 


Pon the command of the'Lord Yiacent Moller, his S. R. M. 
LU of Sweden his Reſident, I went from Hambargh, and the 
ſame day came to, C/uckſtad. But becauſe ir was [ate at night, 

I went the next day, beingthe roth of 7«xe, to the Lord Chancel- 
louc Reinking, and offering him my Credential Letters to the 
Council of State, there I ſpok to this purpoſe. That it was well e» 
nough known, that a ſubjeR of his S. R. M. of Sweden, 'a Gentle- 
man of Sweden, one Henry Carleff, formerly one of the Com- 
pany, and one of the Commitree of the Africa» Company of 
Sweden, had not onely wickedly ſeized the Caſtles and Sxediſh 
Forts on the Coaſts of Gazine, but had taken away wich him 
Cru'eſtern the Governour there, priſoner, *and many others, and 
had by violence ſeized Ships from the foreſaid Af-icaz Company, 


with great ftore of Gold and other Merchandize of great value, 


and with them came to G/u:k fad in the River Elbe. But in res 
gard chis whole buſineſs doth principally concern his S. R. M. of 
Syedes, that the faid Lord his Reſident, choughe ir his part and 
dury, to ſend me hicher,and earneſtly to deſire,that they would (e- 
cure and arreft that Carl f: with all his Ships, and che Goods las

Befides, char I ſhould earneftly 
defire and infift upon the releaſing of Priſoners, and refioring of 
ſuch as were taken away, eſpecially in regard there was danger in 
delay, and Carloffe might very eaſily ſlink away with the Ships 
and Goods. To theſe the Lord Chancetlour anſwered, the Coun- 
cil of State had not hitherto undertaken the diſpatch of affaires 
of this nature, without their Governours ; yet in regard che Let» 
ters Credential belonged to the Council, that he was willing by 
the Auditor General, and the Kings Secretary Schneidebach, to 
£cquaint Feild Marſhal Eberſtein with my propoſal, to whom I 
ought to apply my ſelfe and expect his anſwer. For all which I 
oave him ſuch thanks as becommed me, and excuſed the Letters 
Credential in that they were not direRed alſo to the Lord Eber- 
fees, in regard the Lord Reſident knew not chat he wes now in 
this place. In the afrernoon therefore, I becook my ſelf to the ſaid 
Frild Marſhal Eberſtein, and in the preſence of Colonell Lutzove 
and ſome others ; I delivered my ſelf to the ſame purpoſe, as to 
the Lord Chancellour, where I had this anſwer, that he had upon 
the relation of Schnei1ebach, already given order, that both the 
Skips with their lading ſhould be brought into Port, for the ſafer 
snſtody of them; and that he had likewiſe piven leave to the 
Lord Cr»/enftern, and the other Priſoners, to make- choice where 
they pleaſed of their Quarters in the City, and for ſome dayes to 
ſtay there, till he received an anſwer from his S. R. M. of Des. 
marke to theſe Letters, which |.e had written to that purpoſe, Bur 
ago what concern'd Carleffe himſelf, that he doubted, in regard 
he undertook and made that expoſition in S.R. M. of Dexmrks 
name, whether he could thereupon ſeize him by arreſt. And upon 
my reply, that he was a ſubject and Gentleman of Swedes, and 
that the common report at Hamburgh was, that Carloffe had al- 
ready put thoſe Forts of Gin into other hands, but that by virtue 
ofthe Inſtrument of Peace, all things were to be reſtored, that 
likewiſe a greater care was to be taken of Car/offe, and that he. 
was to be kept-in ſafe cuſtody : the Field- Marſhal commanded 
Lieutenant Bremer to be called ro him, and gave him ftri& com» 
mand to enquire diligently of Caweffe, and to acquaint bim >

N the year 1658. on the 13. of 7uxe, -I and Lickbert Worers 
being required thereunto by theLord Reſident Zoller,met the, 
Lord} Eberſt"i., Field-Marſhal of his S$,R. M. of D »marke, 
betwixt 10: and 11. of the morning, and preſented him with 
our Credentials dire&ed to him, which when he had opened and 
read, after the performance of theſe things that are to be done 
in ſuch obiigations, we recounted to him : that ic was yet freſh 
in his Excelleccies memory, which on Thurſday laſt the 16, of this 
moneth, was done about the ewo ſhips, and the M-rchandize in 
them, which Hexry Carloffe brought hither from Geixe. But in 
regard he was informed by men of good credit, that che ſaid Car- 
loffe had in the mean time privily withdrawn himſelf, and that it 
is credible that he Tl along with him the greateſt ſhare of 
the Gold that he brought, and that not onely his S. R. M. of 
Sweden Forts ſciruate in Gxine, ſeiſed by Carlsffe by a Commil> 
ſion he formerly had of his S. R. M. of Dexmarke, but further, 
that all ocher moveable Goods taken from thence, whether ihips 
or merchandize ought out of juſtice, by virtue of che 11th Ar- 
eicle of the Agreement at R 9:ki/d; to be reſtored to his S. R. M.

When this was done, fof that time we went to-our Lodging, but 
when we heard in the afternoon,thart a Boat was ſeat ro one of the 
Ships brovght out of Gxine, in which there were Jaded away not 
onely Zibeth Cats, but Ivory too. - We went again to the Field- 
Narſhals houſe, and made bim acquainted with jr, where we re- 
ceived this anſwer by the Avdiror, that his Excellency had given 
order for the bringing the Zibeth Cats on ſhore, becauſe chey 
could hardly |:ve there in the Ships, but that they ſhould be care- 
ſully.preſerved. For what corcernes the Ivory, that it belonged 
to the Mariners, ard cou!d not be taken from them, that there 
was above 9000 weight of Ivory, by 7ohn Cornelis his relation, 
' that did rot belong to the. Mariners: To this we replied, that 
Crnſ: »ſtern bought the Cats for the moſt Serene the Duke of Hol- 
ſie ws Butthat the Mzriners under that pretence might carry a- 
way iro ethan their own ; that we did likewiſe deſire that all the

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had with him, and concerned the Ships and: Merchandize ſhould 
be diligently preſerved. And in as much as they were informed, 
that there was yet in the Ship a great Cheit ſealed vp, that we de- 
ſired it might be opened, and the goods found there inventoried, 
and a Copy thereof given to us, that we may by comparing them 
jadge what the refidue is of the goods that areto be reftored. To 
which the Auditor anſwered, that that Cheft was opened, and the 
things in it inventoried, and that they ſhould have, if the Field- 
Marſhal comma: ded him, a Copy of it. On Monday, which was 
the 10th. of Zane; Cruſenftern, Lubert Wonters, and T,went to Au- 
ditor Heningen of Eiz-n, and having diſcours'd ſeveralthings a- 
bout the perſon of Carlsfe that was fled, and thoſe things which 
he dared to attempt in G#5»e ; we afterwards deſired him, that he 
would be pleaſed in our name to go to his Excellency the Field- 
Marſhal, and to bring us back his reſolution as to theſe four points, 
viz, Fi [t, what we might promiſe our ſelves about the bringing 
back Carloffe. 2. That his Servant Fob» Cornelis ſhould be under 
firi& examination, and that they ſhould ſife out of him, where 
Carloffe was gone with the goods he took away, and where he lay 
ſcuiking now. 3. That the Lord Cr#/ex/tern ſhould be detained 
no longer here, but that he ſhould have a Paſs-port to Gorrorp, and 
4. Whar we ſhould expe about the reftitution that is demanded. 
All which the Auditor told us that he would faithfully communt- 
cate to the Field- Marſhal, and tell us what anſwer he received. 
Bur in regard the Lord Gy/denlow was gone to Gluck tad, who had 
ſome buſineſs wich the Lord Eb:-rfein, infomuch as that he went to 
Cremp: about evening, the whole buſineſs was put off till Tuelday

Liffes eſcspe, that he weat in the night privily our of che Ship, bue 
that he in the morning, when he perceived the eſcape, followed him 
almoſt as far gs Brunsbuttel, where be overtook him, and received 
command from him to-pay the Mariners the wapes that was due to 
thetn, and to flay two or three days, till he wric word where he 
was. Thirdly, that C-#ſenfern was not detained at Gluck fad, 
that he was willing of his own accord to expe the return of the 
Copenba: en Poſt, upon which he ſhould not be denyed 8 Paſs-port. 
Laſtly, as co what concerns reſtitution, it being a matter of preat 
moment. that it was his whole buſineſs co ſend a fairhful account 
by the Poſt this day to his S. R. M. of Denmark of all and every 
particular thing, and that he hoped within eight days, computing 
from the laſt Friday, chat he ſhould receive his Majeſties com» 
mands in that buſineſs; chat he defired in the mean time, that we 
would defer the buſines till then ; and chat he did moſt aſſuredly 
believe that his $S. R. M. of Dexmark would inviolably obſerve che 
Peace he had lately entred into, and that we ſhoald moſt aſſuredly 
receive what he had promiſed ſhould be reſtored ; when afterwards 
Loubert Wonters and I went to take our leaves of the aforeſaid 
Field- Marſhal, he cold us the ſame things himſelf, and affared us 
how ready he would be to do us ſervice. Done at Gluckftad the

We make no\ quettion but 
our Commiſſioners appointed to rreat with your Majetty at ( 9- 
penhagen, have humbly declared to your Majeſty, how ready and 
deſirous we have bzen by the interpoſal of our Emb:ſladors reft- . 
dent with your Majelty, 1n oor inclination, that the Agreements: 
made lalt winter at Rygsk//d, might be fully put in execution at 
the rime prefixed, and broughr:to an end; eſpecially that as a 
friend and a neighbour, we haye affuredly -perſwaded our ſelves, 
that in caſe a good parc of them had been brought to a good flue, 
your Majeſty would likwiſe have promoted the ſealonable efhcacy 
of th: other : Bur becauſe not.only ſone points that concern'the 
firm and conſtant ſecurity and tranquiliry of borch the Kingdoms 
do yet remain unperformed, bur we are alſo infornied, that Heyx-

in all clungs, and we-undertake that werſhall perform it ſo, as 
that your:Majettywill be contented: therewith, eſpecially in re- 
oardave are fully; and afluredly perſwaded, asayell in this, as inall 
other-buſineflzs, 'of your Mazeſties equity and-juſtice, And in- 
abmuch.as. your Majefty:doth very well-underftand what great 
danunage 1:5 rowur Kingdomes-and Terriro1es,that your Maje- 
flies Armyand Forces have: continued! there till: this time, and 
have;not only hadſufficient'of ſuch Proviſion as was due to them 
after the:Paauacation, bur: have beſides commanded and extorred 
xery greattethlices: frag the SubjeRts, and have - continued _ 
| V in 
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kind of exaRions fo long beyond the time allotted for their quir- 
ting of them, that the ruine and deſolation of our ſabjeQs muſt 
inevitably follow, which yet we believe that your Majefty will 
neicher deſire nor ſuffer : asalſo we are in very great hopes, thar 
your Majeſty will.nor pot off the ſetting of this buſineſs, to the 
end the Army may without any longer delay march out, and the 
quitting thoſe Quarters be really performed, eſpecially in regard 
nothing appears according to the tenure of the pacification to be 
performed on our part, which is not put in execution. We heard 
afterwards too that your Majeſty did ſuſpeR, and was a little of- 
fended at the Levies of Souldiers made by us, truly we confeſs, 

that we are whol'y ignorant of any thing of that kind done in our 

name, much leſs did we give any command for it, unleſs there be 
happily ſowe Officers employed in the command of our Forts, 

that endeavour to enlarge their Companies. Thus commending 
your Majeſty with all hearty affeRion, to the protection of God,

E Charles Gnftavus, &c: Moſt Serene and moſt Potent 
Prince, &c. the Lord Owen f uul of Lanby, your Maje- 
ſties Ambaſſadour, Gavernour of the Covent of MHarjake, &c. 
was admitted to audience, ſo ſoon as he came, We underitand 
both by him and your Majeſties Letters; preſented unto us by 
him, how your Majefty is not onely perſwaded, you have conde- 
ſcended ſo far, as to the preſent Treaties, eſpecially as to the ſatis- 
faction of the G#jxic Company, that we ought to acquieſce there- 
in ; and alſo doth firmly believe, that we will command our Army 
to withdraw, and free theſe Provinces of the burthen of our For- 
ces. We have oft-times both by Letters written to your Majeſty, 
and by our. Commiſſioners, perſonally attending your Majeſty, ſuf- 
ficiently ſhewed and reiterated, with how greafdefice we are _

that chiefly for this cauſe, that the Eſtate and affairs of theſe 
times, do now require and-call for our Army to be in a military 
poſtare, and to prevent our Enemies from ſnatching from us ſin- 
gular opportunities of well-doing : We had alſo perſwaded our 
ſelves,even as we are now fuſtained with the ſame bope,that ſeeing 
ſo few points reft undiſpatched, your Ma, would likewiſe conclude 
and ſpeedily bring them to a wiſhed end. We have ſo moderated 
our commands to our aforeſaid Commiſſioners, as Juſtice it ſelfe 
and equity do require, and the Peace lately made between us and 
our Kingdoms may permit ; beginning to hope aſſuredly, as be- 
cometh a friend and neighbour, that your Majeſty will declare 
your ſelfe ſuch in this buſineſs, that it may be very ſpeedily broughe 
to a period, and that together with the execution of che-Peace, we 
may aſſure to our ſelves the ſecurity we have only ſought by theſe 
Treaties. So ſoon as the Receſs ſhall be ſubſcribed and ratified, we 
will not ſaffer ſo much as a moment to flip, but will command our 
Army to march and diſlodge from hence. Moreover, whatſoever 
either in preſence, or by our Deputies, we have declared to your 
Majeſties above mentioned Ambaſſadour ; we doubt not but as be 
did commendably diſcharge the truſt committed to him by your 
Majcſty, ſo he will with like faith and candor dealare the things 
we have ſignified to him here.

LV,V4 Hereas it is without controverſie granted, that the Caſtcc 
'V Capo-Cors appertaining to the priviledged Swediſh ſocie- 
ty of Africa, togetherwith a ſhip not far from thence laden with 
merchandize, named the Caftle of Srockholme, beſides other Forts 
and Houſes of merchandize in the coaſts of Gxizire, were occupied 
and taken by warlike force, on the 26. of 7annar y laſt pait, by 
Henyy Carleffe, who had not obtained-onely a naked and gene- 
ral Commiſſion from his S, R. M. of D-»mark , as others roving 
by virtue of a publick Commiſſion:; but was authoriſed by ſpe- 
cial and expreſs command to undertake this expedition, whiles the 
War laſted berween Denmarke and Sweden; fo it cannot be de» 
nyed-with reaſon or equity, but that the ſaid Caſtle, Forts, Hou- 
ſes of merchandiſe, ſhips, topether with all moveables there found, 
by the ſame right of War, and like ſoveraignty do devolve to bis 
S.R. M. and Kingdom of Dexmarke, as his S, R. M. of Syed: 
did aſſume to himſelf the Forts ſubdued during the War here in 
Dexmarke, and the ſhips ſurpriſed and taken in the Ports, by vir- 
eve of a former ſeiſare of the Dominions ; eſpecially the man of 
War, called Delmenborſt, which he ſtayd in a Port not far from 
Corſor , whilſt he was in poſſeſſion of Sealand. And whereas his 
S..:R. MM, and Kingdom of Sweden, daring the tranſation of Roſ- 
ckild, did require and obtain great ſatisfaction for themſelyes, 
for reſtitution of the Provinces and For ts ſeiſed in them, and alſo 
in compenſation of damages, and expences; Andthe 14. Article 
of the ſame tranſaQion eontaineth in plain words, that fortined 
places on both ſides, as well ſabdued in time of War, as _ 
whic 
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which are to be yielded by the cranſaRion, ouphe to be farrender: 
ed naked, without Artillery, warlike proviſion and ſtore : fo his 
S. R. M. of Denmark ingageth fully and by all means, to reftore 


the aforeſaid Caſtle, Forts, and Faftories conquered in time 
of Narre, on the Coaſts of Gazinie, according co the te- 
nour of this Article. For his aforeſaid Majeſty Of Denmarbe 
neither ſeeth nor undeſ{tindeth, how other ſatisfaRions can be 
deſired for theſe things, by virtue of thc Treaties, then ac- 
cording to the 14. Article of the tranſaRtion of R-/c'3/d, as 
which dyth onely and ſlely treat of the manner of yielding 
fortified places to one another, viz that they were to be reſto- 
red without artillery ; much leſs by what reaſons or grounds, this 
caſe may beapplyed ( as the Amhaſſadors and Plenipotentiary 
Commiſſioners of his S. R. M. of Sweden, implyes in their ppo- 
jet ) to the XI. Article of the above named pacification at 
Roſchild, the formal words whereof are theſe : 7; is likewiſe mu- 
tually coverantea, that all Prizes Which hawe been taken by licen- 
fed Commiſſions, but have not been-conveyed into ſome Haven, be» 
fore the pacific iti;n of Toftrup ſhall be reſtored to their rrue Ma« 
fters and owners. Now if by Prizes not conveyed to hatbour, they

Lthough his S. R. M. of Sweden had moſt certainly promiſed 

to himſelf, that it ſhould come to paſs that the caſe of his 
moſt Serene Highneſs, the Duke of Ho/ſfetn of the Gottorpian line, 
by yertue of the 22. Article of the Covenants of Rs/chi/d, would 
be compoſed and ended within the time appointed for the Armies 
march,eſpecially when in the very Treaties themſelves of Roſchild, 
thoſe three points concerning the Juriſdiftion of Schwabſeed. the 
a\ceration of the Government, and the freedom from the Vaſſal- 
lage of S/eſwick, were now moſt evidently determined and appro- 
ved of, as is very. well known, both co the Daniſh Commiſſioners, 
and the Lords the;Mediator:;. and this only remained, to wit, How 
ſatisfaction ſhould be made for the damapes that were done in the 
time of the War ; and it was thought bett,chat becauſe the Dakes 
Ambaſſadours, who had further In{tcuRions, were not yet come, 
but both parties did labour as ſoon as poſſibly could be to bring 
the Treaty of peace to an end, that that point of ſarisfaRtion 
ſhould be deferred till their coming ; but yet fo, that ir ſhould be 
concluded before the ſecond day of /day.

Although therefore this is the genuine ſenſe of the Article, and 
they that otherwiſe perſwade themſelves, place their foundation 
on anill ſuppoſition ; yet they are not afraid to ſpread and ſcatter 
amcncft the people, as if the Peace were violated on his S. Maje- 
ties part; whence they deny, and will not grant, that whatſoever 
moveable goods were pofleſſed by the right of War, or were by 
tis S' Majeſty given to others as a gift; they hinder the prov.fion 
of Victuals and food before the 18. of Februa y being demanded, 
and appointed for certain uſcs, even until now ; they forbid the 
Inhabitants of the Cities, that they ſhould not dare to buy corn,
